Wu give place to-tlay to another let- 
ter from Dr. Tolmie, who seems never 
to weary uE Bounding the praises o£ 
Ills' 'protege and newfiwwl friend (and 
'time bitter enemy) the suporlutea- 
. .M.^^.iijiiii; i&tuch as wo de- 
sire to treat the cominunicih^oii- of the 
worthy, doctor with a soridUs-Avu* 
amounting almost to reverence, we re- 
gret .to say that the grotosque style in 
which lie lays down his propositions 
causes us to suspect at times* that tho 
doctor is poking fun nt us. The sar- 
castic manner in which ho expresses 
astonishment that we have not visited 
the education office to examine the of- 
ficial papers is worthy of a Mark 
Twain or Artemus Ward. Why does 
not the doctor invite us to partake of a 
slice of tho waning moon or blamo us 
for not applying to the attorney-gener- 
al for a peep at his latest dispatches 
from Ottawa, which, rumor says, have 
sadly deranged that functionary's di- 
gestive organs \ The doctor having 
been admitted to the "holy of holies," 
having obtained the "open sesame" to 
the papers in the hands of the super- 
intendent, should be more magnanimous 
to mortals less favored. It would ap- 
pear from certain- portions of his let- 
ter that ho has noi only read the docu- 
ments having reference to Mrs. "A." 
and Mrs. "B.", but that he has been 
allowed to make extracts therefrom. 
F,et us contrast the favor extended to 
Dr. Touuk with the treatment the 



same official extended to the husband 
of one of the ladies referred to. Hav- 
ing read the superintendent's evidence 
before the connnitteo of tho House, the 
gentleman called at tho education oflice 
and requested in the presence of a wit- 
ness to be shown the examination 
paper which the doctor states hears 
evidence of having been altered. We 
quote from tho gentleman's letter pub- 
lished in this journal on the .'51st of 
May last: 

He (thosuperiiitendont)positively refuses 
my request and intimates that only an 
"ordor-iii-couiicil" will compel him to do 
it, and on my representing how unjust 
and inconsistent this was, he said ''all 
is fair in war;" i. e., he claims to use the 
■ nublic property held by him in trust and 
to take any other unfair advantage lie can 
of his position to injure others. 

I denounce his charge against mo as a 
wicked and malicious lio, and tho attempt 
to provo it by roferenco to my wife's 
papers I have every reason to beliove is 
oqually unfounded. I only regret that in 
giving his evidence before the committee 
the superintonclont was not placed under 
oath, as in that case 1 should havo been 
enabled to protect myself and wife from 
the effects of his falsehoods by instituting 
an action against him for perjury. 

We leave the public to imagino the 
success that would attend a similar ap- 
plication from us, wero we to follow 
the doctor's advice. Well, after the 
rebuff (coupled with the "war"-liko 
threat) of the superintendent, the 
, gentleman went after the government 
and his efforts were crowned with com- 
plete-success. Here is what he says: 
Aftor pegging away at tho govern- 
ment in this way for two weeks f suc- 
ceeded in viewing tho papers in the pres- 
ence of the deputy provincial secretary. 
1 found, Sir, that no alteration had been 
made in (he marks on the original paper, 
and that my wife's majority was large 
enough to havo maintained her rank and 
standing if twico 15 had been deducted 
from her marks' and that therefore tho 
statement and implication made by tho 
superintendent wero deliberately untrue. 

Now, Doctor Toljiie writes to say 
that he has recently seen the paper 
with the alterations which the gentle- 
man who was concerned in protecting 
his wife's honor declares (and his 
declaration is sustained by two com- 
petent witnesses — both in government 
employ) did not appear on the paper a 
month ago. By what species' of leger- 
demain the alterations are manifest 
now Doctor Toljiie would probably be 
puzzled to explain. It may be that the 
superintendent's significent remark — 
"All's fair in war," was an empty re- 
mark; but considered in the light of the 
altered certificate is it not significant ? 
We are very glad to observe that Doc- 
tor Tolmie abandons tho grave charge 
preferred against the committee of the 
House, viz., of having altered or sup- 
pressed Mr. Marvin's evidence. That 
charge, we have shown in previous 
articles, was entirely untenable, and 
although the doctor makes a feeble show 
of claiming a victory his crestfallen 
tone now, when compared with his 
bumptiousness a month ago, shows 
he realizes that his armor has been 
pierced. It seems childish for the 
doctor to produce at this late day, 
words that Mr. Mackenzie says 
should have appeared on tho record of 
evidence taken by the committee when 
it is record that the evidence was read 
over by him. Tho doctor-pays a neat 
compliment to Mr. McKenzie as a 
teacher; but he fails to explain why he 
withdrew his son from Mr. McK's tute- 
lageand sent him to the Collegiate School. 
His letter is incomplete without that 
explanation. As to the opposition Mr. 
Mackenzie has encountered we may 
say that he lias brought it all on him- 
self. • His first official report after 
taking office contained a taunt and an 
insult to his "props and buttresses," who 
naturally resented the treatment to which 
they were subjected. So far as we can 
learn there has been no effort made by 
any one to prevent an examination 
being held, and Dr. Toljiie's assump- 
tion is based on erroneous information. 
It is not to the examination, but to the 
examiner that objection is taken, 'for 
two very cogent reasons, tho first of 
which is that Mr. McKenzie has never 
been himself examined ; and the 
second is, that he will sit on the exam- 
ination papers as a judge after hav-

" ridiculous," but he will soon be un- 
deceived on that head. . If our corres- 
pondent will refer to the daily jmpors 
of the 13th of April he will find the 
duties of the school committee clearly 
defined. And now, as all the points of 
this important subject have been well 
canvassed, we must beg of Dr. Tol- 
jiie to compress any future letters ho 
may fnvor us with into the limits of an 
ordinary newspaper article. Life is 
too short and space too precious to 
adnv' letters of such ex treme length. " 

the gbxl doctor has wasted much 
tinj? and ink in refuting charges that 
jj\sre never made, in disputing points 
that were never advanced and in dodg- 
ing issues that were fairly raised. His 
accusation against the school committee 
having; failed signally his tilt against 
the teachers is not only in bad taste, 
but wiil be found on investigation to 
be equally baseless. Wo are still of 
opinion that the teachers, as a class, 
deserved better treatment than they 
have received from an official who has 
grown "too big for his boots."

To the Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir, — How is the above good advice to 
be acted up to except by looking into a 
man's ways ;. and, above all, if propos- 
ing publicly to assail him, by being 
sure "you are right" before commenc- 
ing the attack. Have you done this 
with regard to the supt. of education? 
Have you been even onco at the educa- 
tion office to "make sure of your facts ?" 
I trow not. 

In your editorial of June 10th you 
summarise the matter of many leaders 
and leaderettes under the following 
charges against tho superintendent: 

1. That he has borne false witness 
against his neighbor ; 

2. That ho has inserted untruthful 
matter in his reports ; . 

3. That he has been presented by a 
committee of the House (a majority of 
which was composed of government 
supporters) as an improper person for 
the position of superintendent ; 

4. (Almost a repetition of No. 2 T.) 
That he has .been presented by the 
same committee as having preferred a 
false accusation against the late board 
of education. 

Your fifth charge is unworthy of 
notice. 

Now, sir, for your first charge; With 
regard to the music paper referred to 
in The Colonist of 29th May: I havo 
seen it at the education office with a 
figure almost obliterated covered with 
a 15, and a very faint figure resembling 
a 25 in the total column of the same 
candidate's music marks covered with a 
40, both the new figures being in deeper 
luied pencilling than the surrounding 
ones. Much more important, 1 have 
heard a musical expert, in the education 
oflice, holding the answers on music in 
his hand declare the one to question 5 
to be worthless, and yet for this an- 
swer the ex-superintendent at tho ex- 
amination of 1874 awarded 15 marks, 
or nearly a third of the whole number 
(50) allowed for music !! 

The candidate above referred to will 
for present purposes hereinafter be des- 
ignated as Mrs. A., as will be another 
lady candidate as Mrs. B. 

Having heard exaggerated and in- 
correct reports in town, I give the fol- 
lowing as the result of careful inquiry 
at the education office and elsewhere. 
The annual examination of 1874 was 
held in the legislative hall, and, as 
usual, the ex-superintendent was "mas- 
ter of the ceremonies." To prevent in- 
tercommuning, candidates were direct- 
ed to leave a vacant desk between each 
two competitors. 

The rule was strictly adhered to, ex- 
cept by Mrs. A. and Mrs. B., who, 
throughout, were permitted to sit at 
adjoining desks. This, at the time, led 
to great heartburning, and, along with 
other grievances against the ex-super- 
intendent, is yet remembered. The ex- 
amination of 1874, lasted for three days 
or longer, and, for only a short time, 
on one day, was a member of the edu- 
cation board present. In 1874 the 
ex-superintendent examined on 1, 
music; 2, natural philosophy; 3, ani- 
mal and vegetable phisolophy; and 4, 
education and the art of teaching; be- 
sides on three other subjects, not dealt 
with by lady-candidates. 

In 1874 on 1 music, maximum 50, 
Mrs. A. got 40 marks, and Mrs. 
B. 50 marks; on 2 natural philo- 
sophy max. 100, Mrs. A. got G3, 
and Mrs. B. 35; on 2 animal and vege- 
table physiology max. 50 Mrs. A. got 
50, total 153, and Mrs. B. 50, total 
1S5; excess 32 marks in favor of Mrs. 
B., which would have reached 47 to 
her credit, had not Mrs. A. obtained 
from her examiner, the ex-superinten- 
dent, on the fifth question in music, 15 
marks for an answer declared by sev- 
eral musical experts to be worthless. 
Mrs. A. was not examined in 1873. 
Mrs. B. was, and her progress in one 
year is indeed commendable. It is 
shown in the subjoined comparative 
statement. 

Mrs. B.'s standing in each subject in 
1873 and also in 1874. 

No. 1 being tho highest; No. 10 the lowest — No 
proficiency.

papers on natural philosophy and ani- 
mal and vegetable physiology of all the 
examiners of 1S74 have been missing 
from the archives of tho education of- 
fice, the superintendent says, ever since 
he took charge there. 

These should have been properly 
arranged and secured for future refer- 
once like vouchers in a counting room. 
Your next charge is the insertion of 
"untruthful matter in his reports." It 
must be that you have forgotten that 
in April, 1879, after you had attacked 
him. re certificates ho called at 'The 
Stfllotmt office and showed you from a 
list in his hand that after tho examina- 
tion of 1S74 "out of 25 candidates 17 
had obtained a higher grade of certifi- 
cate than strictly they had been en- 
titled to." The superintendent writes 
me that Mr. Smithc, M.P.P., was 
present and saw tho list, and that he 
entreated you both to have proof called 
for in the House then in session. Thero 
are no such words as "favoritism," 
"fraudulent," Sec, etc., in tho superin- 
tendent's allusion to this matter in his 
reports. You, sir, have done a wrong 
thing in using them with reference 'to 
it in some of your over-vehement 
effusions thereon. 

I have looked at pari o£ tho Hat. 
Several of the teachers wero very near 
the number of marks needed. Mac- 
Laughlin, within a fraction of 80, and 
Newbury within 2A of 70. The board 
acted judiciously in thus favoring the 
most proficient candidate. Whoever 
will read pages 9, 10 and 11 of the Pub- 
lic Schools report 187G-7, cannot fail 
to notice that the defunct board antici- 
pated early and more strict examina 
tions, without exception, and in which 
female candidates would be required to 
compete on nearly, if not all, the sub 
jects taken by men. Particular warn" 
ing was given to teachers that future 
failure to pass pupils in competitive 
examination "will be attributed, with 
but few exceptions, to inefficiency in 
imparting instruction," &c, p. 9. 

How absurd must now seem to 
readers of the foregoing the idea of re- 
garding any of tho recalcitrant teachers 
as "martyrs" or "injured innocents." 
Further, iif answer to your charges 2 
and 4, is given a portion of the Super- 
intendent's letter to roe: "I was before 
the committee twice, on tho first occa- 
sion for three days or so; on tho second 
occasion for one day. 

"On the first occasion I asked whether 
the question of certificates would be 
taken up but only received an evasive 
reply. On the second I made as for- 
mal a demand as I could mako that 
the chargo l had made should be inves- 
tigated what I had . said. Tho chair- 
man of the committee gave mo to un- 
derstand that that was not one of the 
questions into which they were pre- 
pared to enter. 

"If the committee havestated in their 
report that they have investigated the 
charges brought that certificates were 
not altogether impartially given and 
upon the merit of papers submitted by 
candidates, then they have suppressed 
the evidence bearing upon that point 
just as they have suppressed reporting 
the fact that of my demanding an in 
vestigation." 

Do, if you can, good Mr. Editor, 
tell mo what tho school committed of 
the House were investigating? Your 
third charge as to the Superintendents 
alleged unfitness for his position, based 
on the School Committee perplexing 
report, is easily disposed of. 

1. He has not been tried yet, hav- 
ing for a long time, and more especially 
for tho last twelve months, been fully 
conspired against by those who 'should 
have been his props and buttresses, his 
aids for the successful working of tho 
Public School system. 

2. Where he has been tried ho has 
7iot been found wanting. Let mo say 
to you, Mr. Editor, that the Princi] al. 
of tho Public Schools requires tact and 
administrative ability."

How camo you, good Mr. Editor, to 
join in the ridiculous outcry for exam- 
ination of tho present superintendent 
when we have for six years had the ex- 
superintendent amongst us with his 
teaching record here, and his creden- 
tials from afar, doing the duty, and no 
proposition having been over made for 
his examination. 

I wish, Mr. Editor, you had made 
sure of being right boforo entering on 
your crusade on "School Matters." If 
you had, much troublo would have been 
saved to yourself and others. 

It has to mo been very disagreeable 
to revive what in the nature of things 
would soon have lapsed into oblivion. 
Let the blamo rest on those who stirred 
up the strife.

The most remarkable project which has 
boen brought to the attention of tho mem- 
bers of the U. S. Congross this session is 
one which has been conceived and sup- 
ported by Hinton Eowan Helper, once 
famous as tho author of "Tho Impending 
Crisis," a book which played no insignifi- 
cant part in tho days immediately pro- 
ceding tho rebellion. Mr. Helper is a 
native of North Carolina, but is now a 
resident of St. Louis. He believes that 
ho is tho agent chosen by tho genius 
which watches over the New World, to 
induce tho people to build a "longitudinal 
double track steol railway, from a point 
high in North America, running moro or 
loss southwardly through Mexico and 
Contral America, to a point far south in 
South America, looking untimately to 
such necessary and gradual extension at 
oither end, fum time to time, as will eve- 
tually placo British Columbia. Beliring 
Strait and Capo Horn and all tho inter- 
mediate localities in uninterrupted and 
continuous overland communication by 
steam and by telegraph." By tho sido of 
this great backbone railway tho schemes 
of Do Lessops and tho trans-contincntai 
railways are but pygmies in tho presence 
of a giant. Mr. llolpor is not a crazy 
man, although ho publishes a lottcr in 
which he expressed tho hopo that "such 
an intense earnestness and enthusiasm 
may bo awakened throughout all the 
countries, from Alaska to Patagonia, in- 
clusive, as will lead to the granting of all 
tho requisite governmental guarantees 
and privileges and charters by or before 
tho 14th of October, 1882." In his mind's 
eye he sbos the great ontorpriso boguu on 
that day, with 150,000 laborers at work 
on tho several sections of tho lino. Ho sees 
the groat road finished seven years there- 
after, and its rolling stock bearing to St. 
Louis the people, products, fauna, flora 
and minerals of every nation botween the 
Arctic and Antarctic seas, to bo exhibited 
in a stupendous world's fair hold there 
threo years later, on tho four hundredth 
anniversary of tho discovery of America 
In order that tho people of Alaska, 
British Columbia, Patagonia, and 
other countries may comprehend 
tho glory of this enterpriso, and that 
even tho children of the Aleuts may cry 
for tho "backbone" railway, he has offer- 
ed §5,000 in prizes to bo awarded for tho 
throo treatises in proso and poetry which 
shall most vigorously and truthfully ad- 
vocate the undertaking. This monoy 
was received in July, 1870, by a com- 
mittee of threo who havo been chosen to 
oxamine the essays and poems and dis- 
tribute the prizes— §1,300, §1,200 and 
§1,000 for tho treatises in prose, and §1,- 
000 and §500 for the poetical efforts. 
This committee is made up of the Hon. 
Thomas Allen, President of the Iron 
Mountain and Southorn Railway; Carlos 
S. Greeley, Receiver of the Kansas Pacific 
Railway, and Dr. William T. Harris, the 
well-known disciplo of Hegel and Super- 
intendent of Public Schools in St. Louis. 
President C. B. Burnhani, of tho St. 
Louis Bank of Commerce, says that the 
monoy has been placed in his bank, pay- 
able Dec. 1, 18S0, and tho committee 
has acknowledged tho receipt of the 
certificate of deposit for tho samo, 
payable to the order of any two 
of its members. Mr. Allen, Mr. 
Greeley and Dr. Harris, in a letter to 
Mr. Helper, express "ardent hopes, brac- 
ed by a high degree of confidonco," that 
his expectations "may bo realized in all 
their magnitude and grandeur, within the 
time specifically mentioned." Mr. Helper 
advises those who may compete for his 
prizes "to detach themselves most com- 
pletely from every species of flippancy and 
frivolity, from everything like superficial- 
ity and insincerity, and dive deep down 
into irrefrngablo and iniperishablo facts 
and arguments." The poets are es- 
pecially directed to "elevate themselves 
to tho loftiest heights of sublimo ideas 
and ennobling sentiments and expressions, 
whereby they may rightfully and trium- 
phantly captivate the head, fascinate the 
heart, find enrapturo the soul." Pe- 
cuniary advantages are only a small part 
of tho benefits which will flow from tho 
enterpriso. "Evory intellectual, moral, 
social, civil, political and industrial in- 
terests of mankind will bo advanced; and, 
as an inevitable and delightful result of 
tho icsthetic culture which will prevail, 
the most simple and unaffected amenities, 
elegances, refinements, and parities of life 
will every whore increaso and abound." 

Large Sale of Choice Beef Cattle 
for Victoria and the Railway. — Mr. 
Thos. Ellis, of Penticton, has sold 500 fat 
cattlo to Messrs. Harpor & VanVolken- 
burg. Mr. Ellis has the reputation of 
brooding among the best cattle marketed 
in Victoria, having purchased a herd of 
thoroughbred shorthorns a few years ago 
from which ho breeds his own bulls. Con- 
sequently his stock is graded and shows in 
the quality of tho meats tho smallness of 
bone and juiciness of the steaks tho ad- 
vantages of breeding. 

City Council. — A special meeting of 
this body was held yesterday when tho 
"Revenue By-law, 1880," passed its final 
reading. During discussion tho question 
of imposing a license on clubs consuming 
liquors camo up, but on a letter being read 
from the city barrister stating that the 
license would bo doclared illegal, tho 
matter dropped. Tho drummers' license 
was increased to §20.

To theEditorofThe Globe:— Sir— 
I perceive from an item in tho "Ecclesi- 
astical" column of The Weekly Globe, 
April 2nd, that the Rev. A. Browning, 
of Orillia, disputes tiie correctness of a 
statement made by ine in an address 
delivered in Victoria on tho 25th of 
February last. It was scarcely neces- 
sary for Mr. B. to rush into print on so 
trivial a matter, especially as he him- 
self admits the fact, for if I was not 
the first to enter British Columbia 
how could I be the first to "set" my 
"foot in tho country !" (See item.) 
What 1 did say was:— "It was my for- 
tune to be the first Wesleyan mission- 
ary to set foot on Vancouver Island, 
and the samo is true of continental 
British Columbia; but, that you may 
sec I have no need to glory in the fact, 
I may add that in each case there was 
another half a boat's length behind me." 
The first landing ' was at Victoria, 
February 10, 1859, Mr. Browning be- 
ing in the same boat; the second at 
Langlcy, on March -1th of the same 
year, the Rev. Dr. Evans occupying 
the stern of the boat. 

So far as the original fact is concern- 
ed it is of no importance whatever, and 
was only referred to by me as a piece 
of pleasantry; but I would rather not 
be put before your readers— many of 
whom I number among my friends — 
as indulging in a strain of vainglory 
quite unworthy of Mr. B. or myself, 
and I especially object to being jack- 
dawed for this occasion. 

And now will you permit me to say 
that, after an absence of nearly four- 
teen years, I am delighted to bo once 
more in British Columbia and to find 
Dominion flag waving over our 
heads. The country rapidly filling up; 
towns are growing; industries are de- 
veloping; and now that railway con- 
struction has actually commenced we 
hope that Confederation will become 
every yc yj; a nioro powerfully illustra- 
ted fact. 

Many touching references aro made 
in this far off province to the recent 
and untimely death of tho great chief- 
tain of the reform party. His speech 
at a farewell breakfast in St. Lawrence 
Hall on the occasion of the departure 
of myself and colleagues for British 
Columbia in 1858 was full of noble 
Christian sentiment and patriotism and 
won repeated expressions of approba- 
tion from the audience. May divine 
comfort be abundantly ministered to 
his surviving family. Yours, iicvj

— John 
Kerr, counsel for Capt, Tower, arrived 
in tho city on Friday evening from 
Fredcricton, having laid a number of 
objections before Chief Justice Allen 
to report upon.

As soon as the Chief 
Justice has prepared his report upon 
the points filed a day will be set 
down for argument, probably about the 
end of next week.
